.. The demonstration was 
thoroughly 


regrettable, 
and' 'might 
have 
been 


averted \by the exercise of diplomacy, 


-.but It happened, nevertheless, and it 
can be explained in a. few words. 
. The Lowell board of health recently 
started a crusade against, tuberculosis 
in this city and it .directed its efforts 
against the disease generally. 
Nation- 


ality had nothing-to'do'with it. At a 
meeting of the. board a few days ago, 
one Rev. Panos Glriiores, a Greek Prot- 
estant minister, appeared 
before the 


hoard and made 'the statement that 00 
per cent, of tho Greeks "were afflicted 
.with tuberculosis. .A reporter, of The 
Sun went to the Greek colony to ascer- 
tain the truth or falsity ot the state- 
ment and was advised 
by 
President 


George Couzoul.es of.the Greek com- 
munity to interview any of the Greek 
doctors as to the matter. Dr". 
John 


Gatsopoulos, who - was 
- seen -among, 


others, made a statement to the report- 
er that 25 per cent, were afflicted, the 
doctor, as It was afterward learned, es- 


timating his percentage from personal 
experience with patients rather 
than 


from any - statistics. Dr. Gatsopoulos 
explained at length the. conditions, sur- 
rounding the life'of the Greek immi- 
grants 
in 
Lowell, 
defending 
them 


strongly as clean and neat livers who 
believe that cleanliness Is next to God- 
liness, but unfortunately . the 
local 


Greeks looked only al his statement 
that 25 per cent, of the local population 
was afflicted'with tuberculosis and to 
this they took strenuous exceptions. 


A General Misunderstanding 


It would appear from the outside.that 


the whole matter is a general misunder- 
standing and from the standpoint of 
the Greeks the latter are not to blame 
for resenting what lias been said about 
them provided they do It in a law- 
abiding manner. 
The local health au- 


thorities started out to wage war on 
tuberculosis regardless of nationality. 
At a hearing last week Rev. Mr. Ginieres 
gave the board the startling statement 
that (JO per cent, of the Greeks had 
the germ, the latter accepting his state- 
ment without 
turther 
investigation. 


This directed attention to the Greek 
colony and Dr. Gatsopoulos was the 
first to reply to the statement of the 
clergyman and in doing so it appears 
be brought down the criticism of the 
community by even estimating the per- 
centage ot. disease at 25 per cent. The 
board of health was taking up the sub- 
ject of tuberculosis generally and had 
ho particular nationality in view, and. 


as a matter of fact, the Greeks gen- 
erally ars of a sturdy specimen of physi- 
c a l manhood. 
. . . 


Dr. Gatsopoulos is a practising physi- 


cian under the laws of the state, and »f 
course, like many others of his coun- 
trymen, is somewhat deficient in Eng- 
lish. He states that'he meant to state 
that the 
percentage oi' tuberculosis 


cases was estimated upon, his persona" 
practice rather than upon general sta- 
tistics. But the Greek residents did hot 
understand it that way and while the> 
passed up the wild statements of Rev 
Mr, Ginieres, because of the fact tha- 
he is not as close to the members of 
the community as he might be, ihej 
did riot take strenuous 
exceptions 


to the statement's of the doctor which 
today were .satisfactorily explained. 
A.Hostile Demonstration 


Last evening Dr. Gatsopoulos was to 


have appeared in the Greek school hal 
to deliver a lecture on tuberculosis and 
a large audience had gathered, but the 
directors of the Greek community de- 
cided that it would be better not to J.et 
him speak • and they so notified him 
When he did not appear the audience 
arose in Its wrath, controlled practi- 
cally by hoys and youths, and marcher 
In a body down town to the office of a 
morning newspaper. 
As they arrivec 


there Dr. Gatsopoulos appeared in a 
car which was immediately surround- 
ed by a howling mob yelling at him 
in their native language. 
Officer David 


Pstrie was kept busy for a fsw minutes 
clearing the sidewalk, the street being 
filled with Greeks.

year is not correct. To add one day every fourth year would be too mucl 
and Hie excess would amount to about three days in 400 years. 
Then t 


rectify matters, the leap years come every year, divisible by four, e.xcep 
that marking an even century and of the century years only those divisibl. 
by 400 are leap years. As the years 1800 and 3900 are not divisible by 400 
These century years were not leap years. The year 2000, however, will be a 
leap year, because divisible by 400. 
This arrangement makes the calendar 


within 22 minutes and 38 seconds in 400 years of being absolutely correct. 
In other words, the present inaccuracy of the calendar or the fraction of 
time not reckoned by-the leap year corrections amounts to about one day 
in 38C6 years.

situation is nearly so bad. It has been well known, however for some time 
past that tuberculosis was quite prevalent among the local Greeks as it is 
prevalent among other nationalities. 


We are glad to note that the board of health is to make a tour nf 


inspection of the worst tenement property in Lowell. This mny reveal the 
real cause of the disease lurking in those districts. 
There is much to be 


done, we believe, in the matter of keeping the streets and alleys ns well as 
the houses in a sanitary condition. 


For years Market streel hns been neglected by the street cleaners. 


Seldom has the street sweepers appeared there, nnd as a result the street is 
generally in a filthy condition, strewn 
with 
manure 
and 
rubbish 
of 


every kind. 


The change of climate nnd industrial conditions mny superinduce the 


disease among the GreeHfe; but the city authorities should lake care that 
they Iheraselves are not responsible for promoting the white plague among 
these people, through neglect (o keep the streets and alleys clean and by 
allowing old ramshackle buildings to stnnd ns n menace to thc health of 
all classes. 
Tho inspection of tenement properly 
nnd homo conditions, 


which the board of health is to mako, has been too long delayed. 


The conference held at thc residence of Ur. Stowell the other night 


was another evidence of the increasing interest in the battle ngainst tho 
white plague. 


In order to combat this disease successfully continuous and persistent 


effort is necessary, for thc treacherous germs are always growing whprover 
they find a foothold in dampness, darkness nnd fillhincss; always spreading 
nnd always laying low their victims. 


Hero in Lowell we want somo organized effort; wo want nn active nnd 


courageous board of health to improve tho sanitary conditions of the homes, 
to condemn thc tenement properly whether thc disease has its abiding place, 
and to overcome ignorance by instruction in thc lows of hygiene upon tho 
strict observance of which must depend thc success of tho flght against 
iufccrculosis.

KDGARTOWN, Jan. 24.—Capt. Wil- 
liam H. Hask'all o£ the

schooner Mertio B. Crowley, his wife 
and the thirteen members of her crew 


;.'.••; owe their, livea. to the heroism of Levi 


Jackson, a fisherman of. this .town, and 
three companions, \vl\o risked the.fury 
of tremendous seas yesterday morning 
in a power boat and three frail dories 
to save those on the Crowley after she 
had gone ashore on a shoal 
find .had 


. been broken in two by thn force of the 


The schooner,-which .is owned by the 


Coastwise Transportation company, of 
which John G. Crowley is general man- 
ager, was bound for Boston from New- 
port News- with a cargo of 479G tons of 
coal. The disaster occurred at 5.30 yes- 
terday'morning because of a mistake-In 
the lights. 
. Tho 
Crowley. 
encountered 
thick 


weather all' tile way along the coast, 
and was compelled to heave to for 30 
hours on. the south coast of .Long Isl- 
and Friday and Saturday because of 
the dense fog and the heavy seas diu'r 
ing a severe southerly storm. 
' After careful reckoning Capt. Haskell 
resumed his passage and stood in, hop- 
ing to make either Shinnecock or JMon- 
tauk light. 


Through tlie hazo on the water a dim 


light was seen -which was supposed to 
be Shinnecock, but it was probably on 
Block Island and 
tlie .schooner 
was 


Ijeaded east by north. Tho vessel had 
not gone very far before it struck bot- 
tom and was jammed fast on a shoal 
on the northwest end reef, about three 
miles oft the southeast shore of Mar- 
tha's Vineyard island. 
Woman Lash'ed to Cross Trees . 


When the Crowley struck, Capt. Jlas- 


kell ordered all hands-on deck. It was 
fcoon seen that there was no hope of 
saving tho vessel and the men turned 
their attention to guarding Mrs. I-las- 
kell, who was asleep in 
her berth. 


Great waves broke over the schooner, 
which was forced around with its stern 
to the island. All.the boats were swept 
away by the gigantic seas. 
. jVTrs. Haskell wns awakened by 
her 


hUKband. 
She .seized a lew garments 


which 'she. uut 'on over her night clothes 
and aided by him gained the deck. As- 
sisted by her companions she climbed 
tlio fororigging and was lashed to. the- 
crosstrces, only, partly clad. 
-• A pair of seaman's boots, 
her hus- 


band's winter hat and overcoat were 
brought to her, which she donned after 
considerable trouble. 
. After she had been taken care of the 


clothing, and both were saved by their 
companions. 


The lu persons taken off the Crowley, 


witli the four members of the Priscilla, 
made a heavy freight for tho 
little 


sloop, but 
Capt. Jackson 
managed to 


make his way -without accident to the 
shore, where a crowd of villagers were 
gathered to welcome them with cheers 
and words of praise. 


Jt was a feat which seamen along the 


coast say lias never been -surpassed. 
Capt. Jackson.is about 30 years old and 
his father, Hiram Jackson, sacrificed 
his life 17 years ago in an attempt to 
rescue tlie crew of the 
brig Aquatic, 


which went ashore on the

Pigs ledges, Feb. 24, 1S93.

Hev.'-Mr. Glnieres in explanation ol 


his position says he was misunderstood 
as he Intended to say that 60 per cent 
of the Greeks in hospitals were affected 
with tuberculosis, not 60 per cent of all 
the local residents. Unfortunately, he 
was misunderstood not only by the re- 
porters but by the Hoard of health. 


The demonstration was thoroughly 


regrettable, 
and 
might .have 
been 


averted by the exercise of 
v diplomacy, 


but it happened, nevertheless, and it 
can be explained in a few words. 


The Lowell.board of health recently 


started a crusado against tuberculosis 
In this city and it directed Its efforts 
against the disease generally. 
Nation- 


ality had nothing to do with it- .At a 
meeting of the board a few days ago, 
one Rev. Panot Ginieres, a local Greek 
clergyman, appeared, before the hoarc 
and 
made the statement that 6C 


per cent, of the Greeks wer(o afflicted 
with tuberculosis. A'reporter of The 
Sun went to the Greek colony to ascer- 
tain the truth;or falsity of the state- 
ment and was advised 
by . President 


George Cpuzoules of the Greek 
com- 


munity tp interview, any of the. Greek 
doctors, as to the^matter. • Dr. . John 
Gatsopoulos, who'"~wa"s~ 'seen 
among 


others, made, a statement to the report- 
er, that- 25 per cent .were afflicted, the 
doctor, as it was-afterward learned, es- 
timating his percentage, from personal 
experience with patients rather 
than 


from any statistics. Dr. Gatsopoulos 
explained at length the conditions sur- 
rounding the life of the Greek immi- 
grants 
in 
Lowell, 
defending them 


strongly as clean and neat livers who 
believe that cleanliness is next to God- 
liness, but unfortunately 
tho 
local 


Greeks looked only at 
his statement 


that 25 per cent, of the local population 
was afflicted with tuberculosis and ' to 
this they took strenuous exceptions. 
A General Misunderstanding 


It \vould appear from the outside that 


the whole matter Is a general misunder- 
standing and from the standpoint of 
the Greeks the latter are not to blame 
for resenting what has been said about 
them provided they do it in a law- 
abiding manner. 
The local health au- 


thorities started out to wage war on 
tuberculosis regardless of nationality. 
At a hearing last week Rev. Mr. Ginieres 
gave the board the startling statement 
that 60 per cent, of the Greeks had 
the germ, the latter accepting his state- 
ment without 
f«rthe,r 
investigation. 


This directed attention to the. Greek 
colony and Dr. Gatsopoulos was the 
first to reply to the statement of the 
clergyman and in doins so it appears 
he brought down the criticism of the 
community by even estimating the per- 
centage, of disease at 26 per cent. 
The 


board of health was taking-up the. sub- 
ject of tuberculosis generally; and had 
no particular nationality in view, and 
as a matter of far.t, tile Greeks gen- 
erally are of a sturdv specimen of physi- 
cal manhood. 


Dr. Gatsopoulos is a practising physi- 


cian under the laws of the state, and of 
course, like many others of his coun- 
trymen, Is somewhat deficient in Eng- 
lish. He states that he meant to stnto 
that the 
percentage of tuberculosis 


cases was estimated upon his personal 
practice rather than upon general sta- 
tistics. But the Greek residents did not 
understand it that way and while, they 
passed up the wild statements of Rev. 1 erhlll. 
Mr. Giniercs, because of the fact that 
he is not as close to the members of 


to the statements of the doctor which 
today were satisfactorily explained. 
A Hostile1 Demonstration 


Last evening Dr. Gatsopoulos was to 


have appeared in the Greek school hall 
to deliver n lecture on tuberculosis and 
a large audience had gathered, hut the 
directors of the Greek community rtc- 
ehled that it would be better not to let 
him apeak anrl they so notified him.

agents of buildings to put their prop- 
erty in suitable condition and they will 
be given a certain time, to do it.'.. 


TM6 system of inspection will take a 


long time and will mean more or less 
expense. Dr.-Martin, chairman of

bly take a year to cover the whole city.

ing this part of our work on a per- 
manent.basis, there Is no place left for 
reduction of expense, except 
in 
the 


health measures. And just here Is-just 
where we require more money- and hot' 
less, "if anything like efficient service 
is to be given to the city. 


We desire especially to broaden our 


efforts the coming year in two depart- 
ments: The improvement of 'our milk 
supply, which has so great a bearing 
on infant mortality, and more effectual 
work against tuberculosis, 
Including 


tenement house inspection, fumigation. 


To this end we have decided to ask 


[or $5000 for contagions diseases, .. this 
sum to 
include 
the 
.considerable 


amounts which we are annually obliged. 
:o pay to other, cities and to various 
hospitals for the care of our citizens 


ho are sick with any contagious dis- 


ease while away from home.

quested permission of the commanding 
officer to inform the Rochester police 
that he knew about the crime. 


At first the Rochester officers were 


sceptical about the matter, 
but 
an 


investigation showed that Hall was in 
Rochester the date of .the crime, and 
Dist.-Attorney H. II. . Widiener 
and 


Sheriff Willis K. Gillette, with a sten- 
ographer, came here . Saturday

have secured a confession from Hall.

The assumption that every fourth yenr divisible by four 
is 
a 
leap 


year is not correct. To add one day every fourth year would be too much 
and the escess would amount to about three days in 400 years. 
Then to 


rectify matters, the leap years come every year, divisible by four, except 
that marking an even century and of the century years only those divisible 
by 400 are leap years. As the years 1800 and 1000 are not divisible by -100 
these century years were not leap years. The year 2000, however, will be a 
leap year, because -divisible by 400. 
This arrangement makes the calendar 


within 22 minutes and 38 seconds in 400 years of being absolutely correct. 
In other words, the present inaccuracy of the calendar or the fraction of 
time not reckoned by the leap year corrections amounts to about one day 
in 3S66 years.

,. "The whole affair is the result of the 
unhappy marriage of my son," said 
Senator Tillman. "He was married six 
years ago to Miss Lucy Dugas, grand- 
daughter of South Carolina's famous 
war. governor, Plckens. They have two 
girls, aged 3 and 0 years. My son is 
my private secretary. His wife refused 
to come to Washington'.-with him" and 
they separated in 190S under "a contract, 
drawn by me which provided that each 
of the parents should have custody of 
the children alternately for periods of 
three months. 


• "In February, 1909. one. of these pe- 


riods during which my daughter-in-law 
nad had the children, expired. She was 
then in the south-and refused to let the 
children 
come 
to their father here. 


Finally she consented to come to Bal- 
timore, where a reconciliation was ef- 
fected, and last summer they lived to- 
gether at Hyattsville, .Md.,. near here. 
They traveled through the west ahd 
seemed to be getting along amicably 
until late last year when my wife, who 
was then in the south, was.sent for to 
come to her daughter-in-law, who was 
sick.

Because of the Strike of Goffers 


.PAWTUCKET, R. I., Jan. 24.—One 
by one the mills of the Coates Thread 
Co. were closed this morning and 
by 


8.30 o'clock the management of one of 
the largest thread manufacturing plants 
of the country announced an indefinite 
shut-down 
to their 2600 hands. One 


hundred backboys and 
doffers 
who 


struck for higher wages under the new 
56 hour law but who yesterday agreed 
to arbitrate with the 
mill 
officials, 


gathered in large groups at the mill 
gates this morning and 
induced the 


other boys from returning to the mill 


Clergymen and merchants have an- 


ticipated great suffering 
should 
the 


plant remain idle for over a month. 
There is considerable feeling against 
the boy strikers by'the older mill hands 
who have families 
dependent 
upon 


them for support. 


The whole trouble began on Thurs- 


day of last week when, the boys receiv- 
ed their pay envelopes and discovered 
that they had been paid for their regu- 
lar 56 hours of work while previous 
to the enforcement of the new law they 
ad only worked 58 hours hut had re- 
ieived wages for 60 hours' work. There 
ire 125 of these boys. They immedi- 
tely went out on a strike. The floors 


were locked so they left by the 
fire 


••scapes. 


The next day 600 carding room em- 


ployes, 200 twisters and 26 hands in the 
box shops found that there 
was no 


work for them to do and 
they 
were 


>b!iged to return to their homes. 
This 


Drought the number out of work up 
to about 900. Friday 
afternoon 
the 


nanagemeht of the" plant announced 
'.hat unless the strikers would return 
:o their places the entire plant would 
be shut down, thus throwing 2500 out 


of work. 
Sund'ay afternoon the strikers, their 


sympathizers and others interested held 
a big mass meeting here. Upon nnvlce 
of officials of the United Textile Work- 
ers of America a vote was taken and 
on the second ballot It was agreed that 
everyone should return to work 
this 


morning. 
A commllttee was appointed 


to confer .with the mill management re- 
garding the restoration of a ten per 
cent, wage cut made two years ago. It 
was felt hat by this move the hack- 
boys and doffers would he satisfied. All 
the speakers argued that no formal de- 
mand had been made upon the corpor- 
ation and that the,.strikorD had simply 
left their work 
theoretically without 


cause. 
The clergymen and merchants of the 


city have- been using every influence 
possible to prevent a strike, fooling that 
a complete shutdown at this time would 
tiring on great suffering to the 
mill 
operatives and their families. 
-As the 


mill hands marched towards the mill 
gates this 'morning confident of con- 
tinued prosperity they found that large 
groups of the boy strikers were on 
hand inducing those boys who desired 
to return to work to stay out. 
After 


a short time the five mills were started 
but it was soon found that work could 
not proceed easily without the strikers 
and consequently 
the 
ultimatum was 


posted. 


As many of the older hands left their 


work it was plainly evident that they 
were greatly distressed at the sudden 
turn of affairs. ' 
Disastrous results 


were anticipated on every hand and the 
feeling asalnst the boy strikers ran 
high although no demonstration took 
place.

Mr. Cook arrived from New York

Green street, Jamaica Plain, arriving 
there about 5.40. He closed his 
en- 


gagement as musical director of "A 
Day and a Night1' company in New 
York last Saturday. 


As he. ascended the stairs Cook de- 


tected the odor of gas. He tried his 
pass key in the lock of the door of his 
mother's apartments but was unable 
to open the door, because of the key 
in the lock on the inside of the door. 


He called, his mother several times, 


but got no answer. He then kicked in 
the panel of the door and reaching in- 
side turned the key in the lock. 


Cook ran through the rooms of the 


apartment, which were filled with gas, 
and discovered the dead body of his 
aged parent lying on the bed in her 
chamber, the gas escaping from 
an 


open gas jet in the room. 


Throwing open the windows in the 


chamber, after turning off the gas. he 
rushed to the residence of Dr. E. T. 
Rollins on Gordon street. The physi- 
cian and son hurried to the side of 
VIrs. Cook, but she had been dead sev- 
eral hours.

ing, when they attempted to demolish 
the Greek Protestant mission of Rev. 
Panos Ginieres In Suffolk street and 
caused a most hostile demonstration to 
Dr.. John Gatsbpoulos while the latter 
was on a Broadway oar In Merrimr.ck 
square bound for his horned 


Rev. Mr. Ginieres in explanation of 


his position says he was misunderstood 
as he intended to say that 60 per cent, 
of the Greeks in hospitals were affected 
with tuberculosis, not 60 per cent of all 
the local residents. 
Unfortunately, he 


was misunderstood not only by the re- 
porters but by the board of health. 


The demonstration was thoroughly 


regrettable, 
and 
might 
have 
been 


averted by the exercise of diplomacy, 
but it happened, nevertheless, and. it 
can be explained in a few words.. 


The Lowell board of health recently 


started a crusade against tuberculosis 
in this city and it directed its efforts 
against the disease generally., Nation- 
ality had nothing to do with it. -At a 
meeting of the board a few days ago, 
one Rev. Panot Ginieres, a local Greek 
clergyman, appeared before the 
board 


and 
made the statement that 60 


per cent, of the Greeks were afflicted 
with tuberculosis. A reporter of The 
Sun went to the Greek colony to ascer- 
tain the truth or falsity of the state- 
ment and was advised 
by 
President 


George Couzoules of the Greek 
com- 


munity to interview any of the Greek 
doctors as to the matter. Dr.

Gatsopotilos. who

others, made a statement to the report-

Hall said that he came upon the girl 
and .attacked her, but she fought him 
till he siined her cries with his hand 
over her mouth. 


He asserts that the killing was ah 


accident, that he struck her too hard 
and realizing what he had 
done ha 


made sure she was dead. Although it' 
was between 5 and 6 o'clock, nobody • 
came near and Hall sought for soma 
way to 
hide the 
body. 
In looking 


around he came upon a shallow grave 
dug in the sand bank by boys.. Into 
this he threw the body.of the little.girl 
and hastily covered it.. Removing the 
evidence of the crime from his cloth- 
ing, 
iie went across country until ha 


struck the tracks of the Lehigh Yaliey 
railroad, where he caught a -freight 
train and was well on his way out'wfrst 
when the body of his; vicitm was recbv~« 
ei'Cd, 4S hours after. 


From that time Hall wandered about 


the country, keening shy of. every place- 
where he was known, and tinaJly.en- 
listed in the navy, with hopes of being 
sent to sea. He was arrested in Co- 
lumbus, O.. for fraudulent enlistment, 
having been dishonorably 
discharged 


from the service.

Hall, in the opinion of .Sheriff Gil- 


lette, is a degenerate. He is about 25 
years of age, and comes of Swedish 
parents in Minnesota; but was brought , 
up by a family named Hall, and that 
ia thn name ho has always gone by. He. 
has a queer looking head, and his gen- 
eral makeup is bad.

year is not correct. To add one day every fourth year would be too mucl 
and the excess would amount to about three days in 400 years. Then to 
rectify ma tiers, the leap years come every year, divisible by four, excep 
that marking an even century and of the century years only those divisible 
by 400 are leap years. As the years 1800 and 1900 are not divisible by 400 
these century years were not leap years. The year 2000, however, will be a 
leap^year, because divisible by 400. 
This arrangement makes the calendar 


within 22 minutes and 38 seconds in 400 years of being absolutely correct. 
In other words, the present inaccuracy of the calendar or the fraction of 
time not reckoned by the leap year corrections amounts to about one day 
.in 3866 years.

to arbitrate with the 
mill 
officials, 


gathered in largo groups at the mill 
gates this morning and induced the 
other boys from returning to the mill. 


Clergymen and merchants have an- 


ticipated great suffering 
should 
the 


plant remain idle for over a month. 
There is considerable feeling against 
the boy strikers by the older mill hands 
who have families 
dependent 
upon 
them for support. 


The whole trouble began on Thurs- 
day of last week when the boys receiv- 
ed their pay envelopes and discovered 
that they had been paid for their regu- 
lar 5G hours of work while previous 
to the enforcement of the new law they 
had only worked 68 hours but had re- 
ceived wages for 60 hours' work.-There 
are 125 of these boys. They Immedi- 
ately went out on a strike. The doors 
were locked so they left by the fire 
escapes. 


The next day 600 carding room em- 


ployes, 200 twisters and 26 hands in the 
box shops found that there was no 
work for them to do and they were 
Jbllged to return to their homes. This 
brought the number out of work up 
to about DOO. Friday 
afternoon the 


management of the plant announced 
that unless the strikers would return 
:o their places the entire plant would 
be shut down, thus throwing 2600 out 


of work. 


Sunday afternoon the strikers, their 


sympathizers and others interested held 
a big mass meeting here. Upon advice 
of officials of the United Textile Work- 
ers of America a vote was taken and 
on the second ballot it was agreed that 
everyone should return to work 
this 


morning. A cpmmitttCB was appointed 
to confer with the mill management re- 
garding the "restoration of a ten per 
cent, wage cut made two years ago. It 
was .felt hat by this move the back 
boys and doffers would be satisfied. All 
the speakers argued that no formal de- 
mand had been made upon the corpor- 
ation and that the strikers had simply 
left their work 
theoretically without 


cause. 
The clergymen and merchants of the 


cily have been using: every influence 
possible to prevent a strike, feeling that 
a complete shutdown at this time would 
bring on great suffering to the 
mill 
operatives and their families. 
As the 


mill hands marched towards the. mill 
gates this morning confident of con- 
tinued prosperity they found that largo 
groups of the boy strikers were 
hnnd inducing those boys who desired 
to return to work to stay out. 
After 


a short time the five mills were started 
but it was soon found that work could 
not proceed finally without, the striknri 
and consequently the ultimatum was 
posted. 


As many of tho older hands left their 


work it was plainly evident that they 
were greatlv distressed at the sudden 
turn of affairs.

Weather all the way along the coast, 
and was compelled to heave to for 30 
hours on the south coast of Long Isl- 
and Friday and Saturday , because o£ 
the dense fog and the heavy seas dur- 
ing a severe southerly storm. 
: After careful reckoning. Capt. Haskell 


/resumed his passage nnd stood in, hop- 
; ing' to make either Shlnnecock or Mon- 
' 
v tauk light. 


Through the liazo on the water a dim 


light;was seen which was supposed to 
be Shinnecock, but it -was probably on 
Block Island and 
the 
schooner vyas 


•headed east by north. The vessel had 
not gone very far before it struck bot- 
tom and was jammed fast on a shoal 
on the northwest end reef, about three 
miles off the southeast shore of Mar- 
tha's Vineyard island. 
Woman Lashed to Cross Trees 
. When the Crowley struck, Capt. Has- 
kell ordered all bands on deck. It was 
soon seen that there was no hopo'df 
saving the vessel and the men turner! 
their attention to guarding Mrs. Has- 
kpll, who was asleep • in 
her . berth. 


Great waves broke.over the schooner, 
which was forced around with its stern 
to the island. All the boats were swept 
away by the gigantic seas. 


Mrs. Haskell was" awakened by her 


husband. 
Hho seized a few garments 


•which she rjut on over her night clothes 
and aided by him: gained the. deck. As- 
sisted1 by. her companions she climbed 
the forerigging and was Hished to the 
crosstrces, only partly clad, 


A pair of seaman's boots, her hus- 


band's winter, hat and overcoat wore 
brought to her, which sho donned .after 
"considerable trouble.' 


After she had been taken care ol the 


'rest 
of the 
crow 
sought 
safety 


in the rigging where they lashed them- 
selves. 
Capt. Haskcll was'tha last to 


leave tho deck. Tho mou clung to the 
rigging all morning while 
tremendous 
seas battered the great vessel to pieces 
beneath them. 


At 10 o'clock tho Crowlny broke in 


two and the stern settled -deeper in the 
water. Fortunately tho refugees were 
all in tho forward.section of the craft. 
Fight Way to Wreck 


So great was the rush of the seas 


that the decks were swept 
clear by 


every wavo and even the forward house 
was carried away. At 9 o'clock yester- 
day morning the wreck was. sighted by 
people, in this town and preparations 
were made to put out to it. , 


The-nearest U. S. lifesaving station, 


nt Gay head, 20 miles distant, was un- 
awaro of the catastrophe, nor did 
tho 


life-savers at Miiskcgot, 20 miles away 
to the east, know of it. 


Capt. Lev! Jackson 
of 
the fishing; 


sloop Priscilla, 37 feet overall, with 
power find sail, was among thoso who 
heard of the wreck, and with tho three 
members of his crew, Patrick Kelly and j 
his brother, Henry Kelly of Boston, and i 
Louis Doucette of Everett, went to the 
assistance of the captain and his crew. 
The men brought'along throe dories 
also, and it was by means of these 
that the rescue was made.

Jackson launched his boat 
12 miles 


; from the shoal, upon which the Crow- 
ley was stranded, ami after almost 
superhuman effort got out Into the boll- 
Ing caldron of the harbor. 


Sails and power were of little avail, 


however, until late yesterday afternoon, 
' but aided by the lufilng of the schooner 
Viking', a local lishornum, Jackson, put 
his boat safely through the. breakers,

For K limn It seemed to the watchers 


on the Crowley that tho frail craft 
could not float in tho writhing sea. 
Ureat waves broke with n terrific boom 
on the shoal, lashed into 
masses of

launched their dorifs onr of them was 
swept away and the four men barely 
escaped the samo fair.

companions. 


The 15 persons taken off the Crowley, 


with thD four members of the Priscilla, 
made a heavy 'freight for tho 
little 


sloop, but Capt.'Jackson managed to 
make his way without accident to the 
shore, where a crowd of villagers were 
gathered to welcome them with cheers 
and words of praise. 


It was a feat which seamen along the 


coast say has never been surpassed. 
Capt. Jackson, is about ii.O years old and 
his father, Hiram Jackson, sacrificed 
his life 17 years ago in an attempt to 
rescuo the crew of the brig Aquatic, 
which went ashore on tho Sow and 
Pigs ledges, Feb. 24, 3 893. 


On that night, when word 
reached 


CutLyliunk of the wreck, Hiram -Jack- 
son and other men of the villag-e were 
members 
of a volunteer life-saving 


crew which went out in a wild storm 
to tho assistance of the briff. 
Their 


boat was overturned and 
every 
mau 
was lost. 


Vessel Valued at $160,000 


John Foreman, who is 
nearly 
90 


years old, the. oldest wrecker iu the 
town, says that tho work of Capt. Levi 
Jackson and the three members of his 
crew, has never been excelled on . the 
coast. 
He was a witness of the rescue 


and. when he congratulated 
Jackson 


and his fishermen'ho told them 
that 


he did not believe that it was possible 
for his boat to live 10 minutes. 


Those rescued beside Capt. and Mrs. 


Haskell were First Officer Patrick Nor- 
cott, Second Officer Fred Shea, Engineer 
Fred Helbrodl, the steward and nine 
colored seamen. 


The revenue cutler Acushnet, which 


was notified of he wreck, arrived too 
late to hn of assistance. 
The Acush- 


net, 
which was built expressly for such 


work was unablo to approach within a 
mile of tho wreck.

Hockland, Me., in 1007, 
The schooner, 


which will bo a total loss, was 29.f< feet 
long, 48.4 In breadth and had'a dopth 
of hold of U3.S feet.
